One of the first requests on congress when the April 2 session 


begins will be that 100,000 men—the navy maximum—be authorized 
as an increase to the navy. ... 


Recruits are being rushed through the naval training stations 


post haste for immediate duty with the fleet. The navy department 
announced today that it had suspended the requirements for fivt 
months training for recruits in order to man the fleets with all 
possible speed. 


Though recruiting is on the upgrade, there must be more of it, 


and quickly, the department announced. • 


Daniels' figures show the present enlistment strength of the 


navy at 61,000 men on March 14, of which 5,454 have enlisted since 
January 1. The net gain for the last month was 1,947. 


The department today emphasized the lattitude of the naval 


service, pointing out particularly that under the new regulations 
governing entrance at Annapolis, 100 enlisted UMI are eligible for 
appointment each year at the academy. 


Daniels said chances of promotion are "very high at the pres- 


ent time." 


The enlistment period is but for four years.

AFIELD, March 22.—The horror 
of the German retreat grew today 
when it became known that the 
Teutons at Rouy le Petit collected 
about two hundred old people and 
children, in addition to the usual 
population of the place—and then 


j deliberately shelled the village. 


A number of these defenseless, 


innocent people were killed. 


As the German's fall back un- 


der the relentless Anglo-French 
pressure, the ugliest side of the 


war is uncovered. Hideous evi- 
dences of vandalism abound ev- 
erywhere. 


But most tragic of all are the 


human wrecks left behind. They 
stare at the incoming British and 
French'-troops with eyes made 
wild by suffering. 
Their 
faces 


wear a blank expression because 
back of them are brains dulled by 
lack of proper sustenance. 


The faces of babies and 
the 


younger children are especially 
pitiful. Colorless they are, with 


great black circles under the eyes. 
No one had tasted meat for six 
months or more. 


Wherever yon went you hear 


praise of the American Relief 
Commission, whose efforts reach- 
ed to the foremost villages behind 
the German lines. However, the 
people declared that the Germans 
profited through these supplies. 


Babies through all the region 


were especially hard hit, owing to 
lack of milk. Cattle disappeared 
entirely long ago, and the babies 


have been without milk since then.

The speech showed a far 


more distressing situation in 
Germany than many reports 
thus far reaching the depart- 
ment. 


It strengthened the belief, 


caused by recent rumors, 
that conditions are ripe for a 
real revolution in Germany.

«f English newspapers, makes interesting comment open the German 


k, wtfrement in France and also upon the duration of the war. It sees 
' no kope or indication of peace this year, bnt flatly warns its readers 
:. that they mnst he prepared for campaigns extending well into neit 


* jett end staggering losses before the end comes and the enemy 
^ tnteome. The Observer alludes to the German retreat on the west- 
li «n front and the campaign in Mesopotamia and says: 


"These are big things. Two years ago, or even one year ago, 


* they would have set the nation shouting. Now the best weeKs 
' newt we have had since last autumn has been received in a mood 
' which is a singular cross between elation and uncertainty. The 
'' MiotTT rejoices with full reason in the actual successes, both on 


the road to Bapanme and on the way to Bagdad.. But in each case 


' ft wonders what will be the sequel. The ordinary man does not 


know quite what to make of the German retreat in the west. Pub- 
Ik opinion is divided between those who dream of cavalry charges 
' «nd tress bands accompanying an early British advance to the 


Bhine and those who are vaguely disquieted by the unknown. We 
earnestly desire that our readers once for all shall put away both 


: those feelings in favor of a more virile and decided conviction.

* 'Bftptimism' if we may be allowed such coinages. Only one opinion 


is sound, and it is better to put it bluntly. .Progress is solid; the

Vfor the allies in the next few months. The one basic certainty is 
" that ft* wsr will be a long war. The country must resolutely ex- 


tinguish til facile expectations which still lingered and must realize

V resources for a final victory, which can only be won by sheer stay- 


ing power in a war of attrition prolonged into next year."

A most graphic description of the German retreat is then given 


by the Observer, a potion of which is appended: 


"It is plain that they had been preparing this retreat for weeks. 


'During the hard weather the Germans had withdrawn from the iin- 
, perilled part of the Arras bahent their heavy artillery mounted on ; 
" railway trucks. A few guns blazed away merrily until the last 


n-omenl, using up ammunition which could not be removed. The 


* ten days of thaw and thickening mist were invaluable for com- 


pleting the retreat. The movements were carried out chiefly at 
night. By day effective observation,by our aircraft was impossible.

"Then the Germans gave the last touches. For weeks their 


trenches had been left in deliberate disrepair. They now fired their 
dumps. Above ground they wrecked everything in sight.

parties of snipers were left to send up flares, to make as much noise 
as might be, and to simulate strength by every means. Here and 
there the rear-guards were groups of picked men with machine guns 
and put up a tougher fight. As our fellows advanced over the 
ground shattered by our own guns there was obstruction and de- 
struction in every direction. The eneniy had exploded mines to 
rend up the village streets and open roads. There were -barricades of 
atones and timber. All church towers hitherto spared had been 
blown np—:as at Achiet Ic Grand and Bucquo}'—so that we should 
not be able to tise them for observation posts. It is said that even 
the famous clock tower at Bnpaume has been demolished. All sorts 
of man-traps and booby trups were laid out in vain before the Brit- 
ish soldier. Neat packets of explosives were distributed every- 
where; metal helmets strewn about with seeming carelessness were 
filled with bombs; a chain stretched across a gully would have 
started a trip-mine had our men been less wary.

"A notable thing about all this is that it applies the tricks of 


the Eastern theatre to the Western war. Hindenburg cut up the 
road from Albert to Bapanme as thoroughly as he cut up the roads 
to hinder the Russian advance -when he made his celebrated stra- 
tegical retreat from Warsaw. In the same wny last autumn Both- 
mer and the German troops in Gnlicin stopped the Austrian disasters, 
hnno; on to the last moment until they had removed their material, 
and then fell back successfully before Brussiloff to new positions 
thoroughly prepared in the rear. 


• * • • 


"These parallels arc striking. They dispose of some ignorant 


esrptng during the last few days. Sir Douglas Oaig and the Brit- 
ish army are told that they have been outwitted. Criticism of that 
kind can only come from the people at home who take a funda- 
mentally false view. The whole experience of the war—including 
our own army's brilliant exit at Gallipoli—has shown to be untrue 
and even fatuous the theory that the enemy in the West would be 
unable to retreat. All through we have vigorously combated that 
view. There is always exceptional scope for deception in retreat and 
sufficient practical facilities for it \vlicre railway oonuestions an 
good. Sir Douglas Uaig was absolutely justified not to send his 
troops plunging in masses into the unknown, but rather to search the 
ground, to advance methodically, and to provide for tlic thorough 
consolidation of bis new positions. No sane commander could have 
followed any other course. As a result, however, we gained ground 
only. We took no guns, little booty of any kind, and only a handful 
of prisoners." 
• • • * 


Then the military expert of the Observer sums up the situation 


in this manner: 


"So much for the method of the German retreat. It was be- 


yond question masterly. What now of the enemy's further objects" 
"What is Hindenburg's real game! Let us apply the canons of com- 
mon sense. Though the enemy manager his affairs to admiration. 


* he went because he had to go; ho surrendered ground which ho 


could not hope to hold. He saved bis manpower and Ms guns. He 
acted entirely in accordance with his real interests, as under Himl.-n- 
burg and Ludendorff the Bodies will always do. Next the eiiemy 
turned a local necessity to tactical advantage, lie falls back on still 
better railway connections than he had before. We on the contrary

lave to advance beyond our railheads. Our main attack is probably 
delayed. \Vc have to carry our railway lines forward for some 
niles; to bring up our heavy guns slowly through a sea of mud; 
,o make new sidings and ammunition shelters; to carry out a care- 
to! study of the enemy's new positions; to revise all our preparations 
for battle.

"We notice some very exaggerated and lugubrious writing about 


all this, 'but nothing could be more utterly absurd than to suppose 
that we lire confronted by wholly novel and unforeseen difficulties, 
ranch less nonplussed by them. The carpers forget the elementary 
fact that all arrangements have necessarily been made for pushing 
forward our railways mechanism and other means of bombardment 
and assault. 
"\Vo expected to advance by fighting. We have ad- 


vanced without fighting. But if we had gained ground in battle we 
would have had to carry our whole military organization onward 
exactly us we shall have to do now. In that respect the situation 
is normal.

"Nevertheless, the enemy has worked out n- new fighting plan 


with which the \Vestorn allies will have permanently to reckon. 
\Vc 


have shown that General Neville's method, however admirable, must 
not -be regarded as »n infallible precedent or as a irmjiic formula to 
which no reply could be made, To some extent it is a: game that 
two can piny nt. It WHS, in any ease, srrotesque to .suppose that the. 
Germans of all people would simply sit down rosotircelcss and im- 
potent to be pounded, harried, and surprised by the Allies at "will. 
ninednburjr and T;mleudorff knew a trick worth two of that.

scientific retirement on selected sectors they hope lo anticipate and 
baulk again and again the Allies' plans for main attacks. The en- 
emy in the AVest have plenty of ground to play with before beginning 
to impair their strategic position. They may be nlrcndy prepared for

they mean continued retirement they will do it'by degrees, and will 
probably fight stubborn battles at intervals before attempting any 
repetition of the big maneuver on the Ancre.

Hut also Tlimlonburg is likely to launch sud- 
den offensives of his own in the attempt to turn against, the Allies 
themselves th eother edge of General Xivelle's method.

,be French civilian inhabitant* 
utterly without food. They took 
every vestige of every metal in 
the French villages and their J>ol 
icy of insensate destruction mark 
ed practically every home in the 
territory which they evacuated. 


But if the Germans hoped by 


utter devastation to stem the tide 
of the French advance against 
them, they were disappointed. 
The French advance has been go 
rapid that in many ca»» they 
have arrived at towns and villages 
hours before th* Germans had 
planned to evacuate them 


Nor ii the French advance lack

The London Observer, which is one of the best and sanest edited 


of Eii"lish newspapers, makes interesting comment upon the German 
retirement in France and also upon the duration of the war. It sees 
no hope or indication of peace this year, but flatly warns its readers 
that ihey must be prepared for campaigns extending well into next 
vear znd staggering losses before the end comes and the enemy 
overcome. The Observer alludes to the German retreat on the west- 
ern front and the campaign in Mesopotamia and says:

By 
scientific retirement .on selected sectors they hope to anticipate and 
baulk again arid again the Allies' plans for main attacks.; The en- 
emy in the West have plenty of ground to play with before beginning 
to impair their strategic position. They may be already prepared for 
very large ultimate modifications .of tlieir present, front. 
But if 


they mean continued retirement they will do it'by degrees, and.will 
probably fight stubborn 'battles at intervals before attempting auy 
repetition: of the big maneuver on the Ancre.
